Salisbury is not aware of their intention, 
and it Is scarcely probable that these 
powers would decide upon any definite 
eouTse without at least consulting Great 
Britain, who in the nature of things 
would he their ally, whether active or 
passive. However, while the foreign 
olliee officials have no information tend- 
ing to confirm recent sensational reports, 
they have come to regard the Eastern 
problem a,< so difficult in respect of get- 
ting informal ion thai they would bo sur- 
prised at nothing, while lihey have en- 
deavored to take precautions against 
everything. 

In the words of a BrHish official wlio 
discussed the situation with a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press, "while 
reports of a rupture or Russia and Japan 
are easy of creation, unci while they are 
liable to constant reiteration so long a.s 
the diploma ts of the press continue to 
view the Far Easi with such serious 
attention, it is certainly palpable thai if 
Japan really means to strike n serious 
blow al Russian control, she must do it 
quickly, for very soon Russia will he 
far stronger than she is now." 

DiHCUSsing the bearings of Russia's 
naval estimates upon this question, the 
official asserted that this certainly indi- 
cated the intention of the f.'aar to in- 
crease- tlie Rii!*mui Heel in Chinese 
waters, which, if done in the scope out- 
lined in the estimates, would leave Japan 
bin little chance. 

" Another phase of these reports which 
have astonished me," said the official, "id 
the suggestion of Cliimse co-operation. 
Thus far no nation has been able to 
arouse (he Chinese sulllcieiitly to get 
them In combine in military enterprises. 
If .fa pan lias done this, or even believes 
she has, then she has accomplished more 
than Great Britain or Russia in a cen- 
tury of efforts." 

The action of Ihe I T nited States gov- 
ernment in requesting assurances from 
foreign govern iii en Is regarding the "open 
door" policy in China lias created in- 
tense satisfaction in official circles. 
" Lord Salisbury.*' according to the otti- 
cial quoted above, "has gladly acquiesced 
111 this step nn the part of the United 
States, which is regarded as mo«t potent 
evidence that the United States recog- 
nizes the impossibility ,>r conducting 
their foreign affairs without the co- 
operation of other nations, and the first 
practical earnest of their desire to con- 
duct Eastern negotiations in concern 
with European governments."

Joubert's order, says with refer- 
once to the surrender of ihe Irish fusil- 
iers and the Gloucestershire Regiment at 
Xicholson's Nek, thai the force would 
have held out but that some subordinate 
without instruction's hoisted u Hug of 
truce on his own responsibility. Noth- 
ing then remained but to surrender. 

"We were sent out," says Father 
Mathews, "to occupy a position with the 
object of preventing the Boer forces 
from joining. Wo started at half-past 
eight Sunday evening, inarched ten miles, 
and got to the hill about one o'clock 
Monday morning. The lirst mishap was 
that the mountain battery stampeded,. 

and scattered the whole lot of mules. We 
formed up again and gained the top of 
the hill. The guns were gone, but not 
all the ammunition. J do not know what, 
stampeded the mules. They knocked me 
down. It was pitch dark. We had one 
hour's sleep. The firing began just af- 
ter daybreak, being somewhat slack for 
a time, bill finally the Boers crept 
round and then firing became furious. 
Our men made a breastwork of stones. 

"Soon after twelve, noon, there was 
a general cry of 'Cease lire,' but our 
fellows would not stop firing. Major 
Adye came up and confirmed the or- 
der, and then the bugle sounded 'cease 
fire.' In our locality there was a rumor 
that a while Hag was raised by a young 
officer who thought his batch of ten men 
were the sole survivors, but there were 
!)00 alive, we having started with per- 
haps 1,000. T think many of the battery 
men escaped. 

"Our officers and men were furious at 
the surrender. The Boers did not seem 
to be in great numbers on the spot, but: 
I beard that the main body had galloped 
off. Our men had to give up their arms, 
and the officers were sent to Command- 
ant Steenekamp. 

"Boer officers then ordered the men 
to fall in."

TROOPS SWARMING IN. 

Twelve Thousand Have Reached South 
Africa and Eleven Thousand Due 
Almost Immediately. 

London. Nov. 13.— A despatch from 
Capetown to the war office announces 
• he arrival there to-day of the troopship 
Armenian with three batteries of artil- 
lery anil an ammunition column, and 
the troopship Nubia with three com- 
panies of the Scots Guards and a half 
battalion of the Northamptonshire Regi- 
ment, This brings the total number of 
reinforcements to 112,082, of which about: 
0,000 are already on the way to Durban. 
The Armenian and Nubia. whose 
troops belong to the first, division, will 
probably also be ordered to proceed. 
Nine troopships currying 11.000 men are 
due at Capetown on Tuesday. 

London, Nov. Id.— Il is officially an- 
nounced that the troopship Armenian 
left Capetown yesterday afternoon for 
Durban, and that the troopship Orient 
lias arrived at Capetown with 47 officers 
and LIST men. 

The transport Hawarden Castle has 
sailed from Capetown, bound for Dur- 
ban. 

An unofficial statement is published 
that the Gascon, soon after her arrival 
at Capetown, left for Durban and Dela- 
goa Bay.

Tito oilier 
chiefs, 'however, are staunch, and bhere 
is no cause for alarm. 

MORE PORTS THAN ONE). 

London, Nov. 14.— It is understood 
that the admiralty, on Gen. Buller's ad- 
vice, has arranged that cruisers from 
the Capo should go out to intercept all 
arriving transports, and inform of (he 
latest orders respecting their destination, 
which are to be kept secret. 

FH ENCH FIREWORKS. 
Paris, Nov. 151.— The Tatrie prints the 
despatch reporting the hold-up or the 
IfroncU steamer Cordoba by a British 
cruiser at.Deltigou Bay, and swells up 
with rage. The paper magnifies the 
incident, and says the outrage is due to 
the £400,000 bribe England has sent to 
Portugal, the Bank of England's gold 
account showing a deficit of that amount 
which is not explained. The Patrie con- 
chides that an Anglo-French war iw in- 
evitable. 

ASSAULTS UPON MAKEKINC. 

Serbs of Reports From Col. Buden- 
Powell Show Severe Losses 
by the Enemy. 

London. Nov. 13 — The war otlice has 
made public despatches from Gen. Bailor 
transmitting the following advices from 
Col. Bnden-Powell: 

• Mnfekillg, Wednesday, Oct. 25.— All 
well here. The enemy is still shelling. 
We made a successful night attack on 
Ids advanced trenches Inrst night, getting 
iu with bayonets. Our loss was si.\ men 
or t'je Protectorate regiment killed tind 
nine wounded, including Fitzclarence, of 
the Third Royal Fusiliers, and Lieut. 
Swiii ton. The enemy's loss is unknown, 
but it was considerable. The enemy have 
vacated Signal Hill, and laagered two 
miles northeast of the town and two 
miles southeast." 

"Msifeking, Oct. HO.— All well here. 
The enemy is apparently shy of attack- 
ing, and is dosing to invest us. They 
are to-day destroying the railway, two 
miles north, with dynamite. Shelling 
continues lint it doing little harm." 

Matching, Oct, 31.— -The ei y at- 
tempted an assault to-day on the cannon 
mi the kopje on tin- southeast corner of 
the town. Tile attack was most brilliant, 
notwithstanding a hot shell lire by the 
British South African police, under Wal- 
ton!. The enemy lost heavily. Our 
casualties were five killed and live 
wounded. 

" Killed— Captains, lion. I). II. Mar- 
shall, Fourth Bedfordshire: C A. Pet- 
ehel, Third King's Rifles; a sergeant 
major anil two troopers. Wounded— 
I'-ivo non-commissioned n Hirers and 
troopers, all of the British South African 
police."

A STATUE OF CROMWELL. 

Gift of Lord Kosebory Soon to Be Un- 
veiled on Parliament Square. 

London, Nov. 12.— The statue of Crom- 
well, the gift of Lord ttosebiry, is now 
being fixed on the pedestal prepared for 
it in tin; enclosure at the side of West- 
minster Hall, .-11111 overlooking Parlia- 
ment Square. 

The resolution passed in the Lords on 
the lust day of the parliamentary ses- 
sion, declaring the inexpediency of erect- 
ing memorials within the precincts of 
Westminster Pitlnec without permission 
of parliament, has had no effect so far as 
Cromwell's statue is concerned.

pleted House of Lords. 

When the statin' arrived Saturday 
morning ;i large number of people gath- 
ered to witness the big bronze figure 
wrapped in thick calico and secured with 
strong ropes and chains, moved inch by 
inch on to the standing built in front of 
the pedestal. The work of fixing the 
statue in its position will not. take very 
leli;,-, and in a day or so people will be 
aide to gn?.l> oil this much discussed 
memorial. 



PAYS TO Lit: FRIENDLY. 

Therefore Germany Drops Hostility lo 
British and American interests. 

London, Nov. 13, -The arternoon news- 
papers com men ting on Emperor Wil- 
liam's nproueliing visii |o England and 
the improved relations between Germany 
and Great Britain, voice the general 
opinion here in saying that the latter 
is in n great part due lo the vast change 
in the relations between the United 
Stales and Great Britain which preceded 
it, and from which Germany lias drawn 
the obvious deductions I ha I legitimate 
colonial and commercial ambitions can- 
not possibly be fulfilled ill the face of the 
hostility of the two English-speaking peo- 
ples. 

According to the St. .lames" Gazette, 
with the r stablishment of good relations 
between London and Washington it be- 
came necessary for Germany to stand on 
friendly terms with both. Them has 
been, the paper adds, no unqualified pro- 
mises of future armed support hut the 
three countries have decided to live on 
civil tonus for business reasons. 



GERMAN SAVAGERY. 

Two Hundred of African Tribe Slaugh- 
tered and Heads Set Up on Poles. 

Liverpool, Nov, 13.— The British 
(■learner Yolta, from the German Cam- 
croons, West Africa, which arrived here 
today, reports that a German punitive 
expedition in the Camcs'oons recently 
chastised a tribe of rebellious cannibals 
who had besieged several trading sta- 
tions at and near Kribi, The Germans 
chased the natives into the hush, killing 
200. It was reported, according to the 
captain of the Volta, that numbers of 
the slain were decapitated, their heads 
being stuck on poles in the interior towns 
to strike terror to the inhabitants. 



FOUNDERED OFF CASQUET. 

Belgian Steamer (lues Down with Great 
Loss — Life Hunt Crew Perish hi 
Attempt at Rescue. 

London, Nov. 13.— On Friday night, 
the Belgian steamer Belgiqiie, from Ant- 
werp for Alexandria, foundered off the 
Casrjuet recks, near the Island of Aldcr- 
uey, the scene of the tragic disaster 
which hist March befell the London and 
Southwst Company's steamer Stella. 

The night was stormy, A lifeboat was 
launched with It! men. but live of these 
died of exposure and three others were 
drowned in the endeavor of the ship 
Saint Kilda to rescue- them. Eighteen 
persons, including the captain, out of a 
total crew of "Jo, are said to have been 
drowned. 



WRECKED IN THE MEKSBY. 

Liverpool, Nov. 13.— The Norwegian 
hurk Fiilken, Cop!. Langfcldt, from 
Halifax October 22 for Barrow, was 
totally wrecked on Taylor's Bank in the 
Mersey on Saturday.

Yesterday's despatches were of ii high 
ly satisfactory nature, tor they show at 
least thai the several Itritish comma n 
tiers arc holding their own, ami tills i: 
as mucii as can now be looked for. The 
view attributed to Col. Schie] is interest- 
ing, it' authentic, because if the Boon 
have concluded that they can not read 
I'ietermn l it /.burg, it marked change ii 
tJieir plans will probably take phlco 
.lotihert has been endeavoring to gel he 
iweeii White ami the Natal capital, am 
tile "iily way of accounting for his fail- 
ure to destroy the bridge at Colenso is 
to .suppose that he intended to utiliz 
the railway of a southern advance. If 
Jie could have disposed of Gen. White' 
command, the way to Pietoruiaritzburg 
would have been clear, but just bow 
much better off he would have been in 
the end, if he had reached that point, 
must remain problematical. He could 
not advance with White in his rear, ami 
after Oleucoe ami Ehimlsluagtc , the task 
ef disposing of that commander became 
very much more dillicult than he antici- 
pated. One may almost say that it has 
been found impossible except at such a 
tremendous sacrifice of life as the Boer 
commander would not care to contem- 
plate ami one that would leave his army 
■in extremely poor shape to encounter 

(Jen. Buller's forces. We therefore shall 
not lie surprised to hear at an early day 
that a retirement on Pretoria has been 
ordered. The Boer governments will 
hardly care to try conclusions in Natal, 
where tiie very llower of tile army may 
be cut, to pieces ami thus Hie whole coun- 
try he thrown open to an invading foe. 
It is possible that a defensive campaign 
may new he inaugurated by them, their 
forces being massed a! the frontier, if 
not around the Transvaal capital. We 
think that the beginning of the end is at 
liiuiu. It certainly is if White holds out 
tor a few days longer. 

We look for an early collapse 
iif the Boer resistance. They have 
employed their full force in ef- 
forts to crush the British 
local garrisons augmented by some 
troops from India and some volunteer 
forces raised on the spot, Having 
failed to handle these, they ,-an hardly 
hope to deal with the strong force which 
(Jen. Buller will have under hio cm 
maud. The Boer plans were based upon 
in entire misconception of the ability of 
the local forces t'> resist the onslaught of 
their troops, and upon complete failure 
to realize (ileal Britain's ability ti 
strike a heavy blow at a distance. Tin 
accidental victory a! Majuha Hill, fol- 
lowed by the retirement of the British 
without taking revenge, naturally 
tlue need the Boers to believe that our 
military prowess was a myth. They 
have been advised by false friends that 
•the military organization of the Empire 
was unequal to any special strain, and 
they counted upon the actual sympathy 
if not actual support, of other nations 
They argued that if they could once get 
to rietermaritzburg, ami thus claim to 
have conquered Natal, the Cupe Dutch 
would rally to their support, and foreign 
intervention in their behalf would follow. 
But everything litis gone otherwise. 
Mafcking, which was almost undefended, 
has resisted repeated at tacks. Kimburley, 
which promised to he an easy prey, has 
been held against great odds. The in- 
vasion of Rhodesia litis boon a farce. 
And last, but not least, our troops, not 
.to exceed in numbers 12,000 men, have 
not only held at bay the great body of 
the Boer army, but have administered 
several severe defeats. Commenting 



Elahdslaagtc,' we said- at the time that saying that the contingent was sent 



these were of the greatest advantage, 
apart altogether from the temporary 
gain. They show our ability to check 
the lVoer advance. 

If the report of a severe Boer defeat 
on Thursday is correct, we may expect 
to see .1 mibert prepare for defensive 
operations. lie will hardly risk bis 
army between Gen. White on the one 
side and Gen. Methuen on the other. 
Unless he can make a hotter showing 
than he lias yet been able to do, he may 
conclude to concentrate all his forces at 
some convenient point near the frontier 
and there give battle to the combined 
commands of White and Methuen. I!iil 
if he lakes this course he must leave bis 
rear open to an attack by Buller from 
Cape Colony. It is for this reason that 
we anticipate an early retirement of the 
liner forces on Pretoria ami a grand 
stand there.

A little comment has been caused by 
the ifncl that two lists are opened for 
subscriptions to the Mansion House 
ruml. ami the committee, which man- 
aged the concert, think that their pnsi- 
tion in the matter ought to lie explained. 
When the suggestion of the concert was 
I'ust made, the Colonist publicly invited 
the Mayor to take tin- lead in the matter. 
'This invitation was repented by -Mr. 
[{idgway-Wilson privately, bill Hi- Wor- 
ship declined mi the plea that li s time 
was loo much occupied, and a- it 
occurred to several gentlemen thai Vic 
toiia ought to take the lead in a matter 
of this kind, ami that advantage ought 
to oe taken of the spirit of enthusiasm 
prevailing, they invited u few others to 
join them and get up the concert. Be- 
fore the concert was over, numerous re- 
quests were made for a repetition, and 
several persons asked it' the committee 

would ri ive contributions in money. 

After consultation they determined to 
take this course and gave public UOt'iCC 
ill the two daily papers to that effect. 
They did not care particularly about 
doing mo. because a good deal of work is 
entailed by such things, but having been 
identified with the matter, they did not 
feel like giving it up, when there seemed 
to be a general desire that they .should 
go on. The committee is in one sense 
a representative one. llot.li the city 
papers are represented on it and so is the 
Fifth Regiment. Messrs. Wilson, Kent 
and .latnieson will be recognized as fairly 
representative of the community in gen- 
eral. The committee would doubtless 
have got into touch with the citizens 
generally ami raised as much as could 
be got together in any other way. After 
their arrangements had been made and 
public notice had been given. His Wor- 
ship the Mayor gave notice that he was 
going to raise a fund also. It seems a 
pity that as His Worship was unable to 
co-operate in the effort from the begin- 
ning, be ilid not express a desire to be- 
come associated with the committee in 
its effort, ami as far as he could give 
municipal sanction to a volunteer effort, 
by which, to quote the News-Advertiser, 
"Victoria grandly led the way" in a 
noble work. We suggest that it is not 
now too late to prevent anything like a 
division of effort in this praiseworthy 
matter. The committee are arranging 
for a second concert. We suppose it 
■will not he suggested that they ought not 
to be allowed to handle the funds. Then 
can be no better way of remitting tin 
money than they have chosen. Not a 
member of the committee is known in th 
matter outside of Victoria, the payment 
to the fund being made by the Bank of 
British Columbia in the name of the 
citizens of Victoria generally. It is not 
desirable that funds should be sent for- 
ward from two sources, and as an excel- 
lent beginning has been made, why not 
let the good work continue along the 
same line-, the Mayor co-operating with 
the committee and all uniting to make 
Victoria's contribution equal 
loyalty of her citizens and th 
pa thy with those who suffer 
fathers, husbands or brothers 1;

An Ontario paper has raised an in- 
teresting question as io the power of 
the t lovernor-Ocm nil to dismiss his min- 
istry, it tak.-s the position that, if the 
Laurier cabinet had nm agreed to the 
sending of a Canadian contingent to 
South (Vfricu, the Governor-General 
would have had the right in response 
to public opinion to have dismissed 
them and railed in new advisers. That 
be would have had the power to do this 
canuol be questioned. That he would 
have the right to do so is quite another 
matter. The power to dismiss ministers 
at any time is necessarily vested in the 
Crown. It is one of the rules that lie 
at the very basis of our system of gov- 
ernment. But the eircti instances under 
which this unquestioned prerogntiv 
right may be exercised greatly limit it 
scope. No hard and fast rule can b 
laid down: but it is safe to say (hat no 
governor-general would care to take the 
course suggested in the above hypotheti- 
cal case unless an extremely grave em- 
ergency had arisen. The cause which he 
would probably take would be to suggest 
to his ministers the early .summoning of 
parliament. 

It is very well to have matters of this 
kind discussed frequently, because many 
persons lose sight of the rules of con- 
stitutional government, and the conse- 
quence is likely to he that the representa- 
tives of the Crown in Canada are 
dragged into political matters in a man- 
ner which is calculated to prejudice 
good government, for the Crown or its 
representatives must always he regarded 
tis belonging to no political party. Col- 
onist readers may recall that when Lord 
Minto spoke at Montreal concerning the 



response to public Opinion, we said in 
comment that he might be presumed to 
have taken counsel with his advisers as 
to what lie should say. This view is 
borne out by what has since transpired. 
We now know that this is the view 
which the government wish to be taken 
of the matter; namely, that the excep- 
tional line of action and the outlay, 
which was not ordered by any parlia- 
mentary vote nor within the original 
meaning of the stntuio authorizing the 
payment of money toy governor-general's 
warrant, were taken and made in re- 
spouse to public opinion. In this case 
it is to ho assumed that His Excellency 
was advised by bis cabinet that public 
opinion demanded the outlay. Perhaps 
as a matter of fact the Governor-Gen- 
eral may have so advised his cabinet. 
That is, presuming that the relations be- 
tween His Excellency and his advisers 
were entirely cordial, lie tuny have used 
his influence with tbem to secure a 
compliance with the popular will. This 
may easily be the ease at any time, for 
tin' country has a right to the exercise 
by the representative of the Crown of 

the best judgment lie is callable of bring- 
ing to bear upon any public question. 
We have no reason to suppose that Lord 
Minto found it necessary to impress his 
own views upon the cabinet in this par- 
ticular case, anil speak of the possibility 
of his having done so only for the pur- 
pose of illustrating in wlllll way the 
representative of the Crown may impress 
his personality upon the policy of his 
advisers, lie is not obliged by precedent 
or constitutional usage to sit still and 
wait until his advisers tell him what 
ought to be done, but may very properly 
impress his own views upon them by 
argument, if he is aide to do so. 

This brings us to .-tit interesting point. 
Can the representative of the Crown 
dismiss his advisers, if they do not take 
such a course ns he deems advisable? 
We answer that while lie litis the power 
to do so, it is almost impossible to sug- 
gest a case in which lie should exercise 
it. Only a very grave emergency would 
warrant it, for if it should turn out that

Now that the two Dutch stati 
South Africa have staked their 
existence in an unequal struggle 
the British Empire, it will be inter 
to note on what principles of govern- 
ment they are founded and what types 
of civil polity they have endeavored to 
perpetuate. This will be the mere In- 
teresting for the reason that their con- 
stitutions were not evolved from earlier 
systems in those hinds, nor in any degree 
from oi her lands, hut wore the original 
conceptions and creations of the emi- 
grant fanners who founded those states. 

The Orange constitution is a brief and 
explicit document of liberal tone. It 
grants citizenship on equal nnd easy 
terms to all white mea, makes, nil citi- 
zens eligible to olllce, guarantees free- 
dom of speech, of tbo press and of public 
meeting;, especially establishes religious 
freedom ami equality, and ntnkos the 
courts independent of the legislative and 
executive departments of government. 
The legislature consists of one chamber, 
elected by the people, and it has power 
to amend the constitution by three- 
fourths majorities in two annual ses- 
sion's, and to impeach the president by a 
three-fourth majority. The president is 
elected by all tbo people. He has no 
veto power and bis own acts and orders 
may be reversed by the legislature. 

The Transvaal constitution is much 
longer, much involved and obscure in 
meaning. It welcomes till comers to the 
Bi public, bill declares thai equality be- 
tween the white mill colored races shall 
not he tolerated, cither in state or 
church. It forbids the existence within 
the Hi'puldie of any Roman Catholic 
churches whatever, save such as tench 
the doctrines of the Heidelberg cate- 
chism. It is said this prohibition has to 
some extent boon tacitly ignored, so that 
a lew churches other than tin' Dutch 
faith are now tolerated. To this day, 
however, it is unlawful for a Hutch min- 
ister to baptize a negro, to administer 
the Eucharist to him. or to perform the. 
marriage ceremony over a negro couple. 1 
the Boer believing that the negroes have 
no souls. The supreme authority is 

nominally vested in a legislative body, 

elected, hut not in n representative. man- 
ner, to which only members of the 
Reformed Dutch church are eligible- 
This legislature may alter or amend the 
constitution at any linn- at will. All 
laws, however, must be proposed to it 
by the president of the republic, who is 
elected by popular vote, and who must 
of course be a member of the Dutch 
(Reformed) chtireh, All members of 
the cabinet, as indeed all government 
nnicers, must belong to that church. 
There is a second legislative chamber, 
with no real power whatever. The 
courts were originally independent, but 
have now been made subordinate to the 
executive, ami have been forbidden to 
interpret or to pass upon the constitu- 
tionality of laws. No person who in of 
uegro blood or whose parents in any of 
four generations back belonged to a iw 
native race can own land or enjoy civil .j. 
rights. It will he seen from tills review ' 
that the Transvaal constitution is as il- 
liberal and bigoted ns that of the Orange 
Free State is liberal anil generous. This 
difference may have had, and probably 
did have, its origin in the difference be- 
tween the dispositions and purposes of 
the two communities. It lias doubtless 
hnd its effect upon the development and 
progress of the two states, and goes fur 
towtird accounting for the peaceful and 
prosperous career of the Orange State, 
and the stormy and disastrous career of 
the Transvaal. If now the two states 
arc merged in the British domain, the 
change in the governmental system will 
seem revolutionary to the Boers of the 
Transvaal, while to their kinsmen of the 
Orange State it will he scarcely percep- 
tible. — New York Tribune.

process of seasoning wood and timber by 
eieclricty, known as the Nodou-Bretoueau 
process, which must be a commercial suc- 
cess, for it is claimed that lite company's 
shares are now at a premium of uvariy 000 
per cent. The eltect of the electrical treat- 
ment seems to be to expel the sap and 
replace it by insoluble matter winch will 
not putrefy, and to Increase the tenacity 
of tiio wood and Its resistance to vertical 
comoressiou. 

Tins is said to be the first Industrial ap- 
plication of the principul of electric osmose, 
viz., if the electrodes In an electrolytic 
solution are separated by a porous partition 
and a current passes, the volume of the 
tlijuid in contact witli tin., positive pole 
diminishes, while that In contact with the 
negative pole Increases. 

The process Is about as follows: The 
positive pole of a dynamo is conuoctur-iyJih 
a lead grating, upon which tlie wood to lie 
treated is placed. A solution, which Is tept 
at tlie uniform temperature of loo dog, 1'. 
by means of a steam pipe underneath the 
.grating, is poured Into the vat so ns to 
almost cover the log of wood treated. At a 
public demonstration, the solution used con- 
tained lo per cent, of borax. 5 per cent, of 
resin, and three-fourths of 1 per cent, of 
carbonate of soda, the borax being used on 
.'.oouunt of Its antiseptic properties and the 
carbonate of soda to help dissolve the res- 
in. A porous tray, tin. bottom of which 
consists of two sheets of canvas with a 
sheet of felt between, is placed over the 
log. and a sheet of lend connected with 
the negative pole of the dynamo Is placed 
above this. 

W hen the current Is turned on the solu- 
tion is drawn from the bottom and the 
sap is driven oat, and its place taken by the 
borax and resin: the time required for u 
10-1 neb log Is about seven or eight hours, 
and then the wood Is slowly dried, which 
lakes in the open air in summer several 
wieks or even months. It was stated that 
a unit of electrical energy was required for 
every siv cubic feet. ,,f timber treated.

veloping dialogue becomes as a learned 
lesson. 

But if the crisp, modern Americanisms 
so freely used by the librettist -were a 
trifle ahead of lust night's house, there 
were many things about the production 
that could not fail to win cordial appro- 
bation anywhere. 

It wus appropriately staged, effectively 
lighted, admirably costumed; Iho chorus 
was vigorous and even, amply sufficient

The Mayor's letter to the cemetery trus- 
tee ls as follows:

"On behalf of the above-named club, rec- 
ognizing tin mnienduble growth of kind- 
ly feeling between the British and Ameri- 
can nations, we the duly appointed commit- 
tee, lay before Your Honor this petition, re- 
questing that a site be granted in the cen- 
tral burying ground (wdiere tradition Indi- 
cates some of the' deceased were burled), 
that we may place thereon a shaft of 
Quincy granite. Onellc cross, permanent In 
Its character and dignified In Its design, 
that it may witness to American chivalry 
toward those who are no longer enemies, 
and whose fellow countrymen are proven 
fr'ends; and also to render tardy honor 
to the memory of brave men of different 
nationalities who were faithful unto death.
